We would like to look for a while 
at the greatest and best gift God has 
for His children, Paul said that char- 
ity was the best, and to be sure, we 
all want the best that God has for us. 

We find Webster defines the word 
charity as used in this case to mean 
love, love of God and not the giving 
of alms or liberality as so many 
seemed to think. So many institutions, 
lodges, and unions today are using 
this word, charity, for a main plank 
in their platform, which, indeed, is the 
right word but the wrong application, 
thereby deceiving many, using only 
enough of the Word of God to make 
their doctrine look good. But charity 
in the way the world is applying it 
now will never reach the never fail- 
ing experience as Paul has given in 
the text. 

We may be ever so charitable as 
the world terms it, and still be far 
from the standard that God has set 
for us. We know that in time of war, 
famine, and epidemic that institu- 
tions, lodges, and unions fail. But the 
text says charity never faileth. That 
is the climax we all want to reach, a 
place where we will never fail, There 
is coming a time that everything else 
will fail. 

Now let us come and reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord. Why is it that 
charity will never fail? Because char- 
ity in this case is that divine nature 
of God Himself for God is love. 1 John 
4:8. Therefore we can truly say we 
are dealing with the greatest word in 
the Bible. No wonder Paul said to put 
on charity, which is the bond of per- 
fectness. Col. 3:14. No wonder Paul 
said, “Though I speak with the 
tongues of men and of angels, and 
has not charity (love), I become as 
a sounding brass, or a tinkling cym- 
bal. And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all mys- 
teries, and all knowledge; and though 
I have all faith, so that I could re- 
move mountains, and have not charity 
(love), I am nothing. And though I 
bestow all my goods to feed the poor, 
and though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity (love), 
it profiteth me nothing.” 1 Cor, 13:1- 
8. So we see. that without charity or 
that divine nature of God in our 
hearts we are nothing regardless of 
how much we may do or say or how 
much we may sacrifice or how much 
show we may put on. We must pos- 
sess that degree of charity before we 
can reach that never failing place the 
text implies. 

Obedience is better than sacrifice. 
Our righteousness, giving of alms with- 
out charity (divine nature of God), is 
as filthy rags. So says the prophet 
Isaiah. 

Now the question might arise, How 
do we know when we have reached 
that standard? That is very easy, be- 
cause we know to be a Christian and 
to have this love in our hearts Means 
to be like Christ for we are command- 
ed to follow in His footsteps. Then if 
love is of God and God is_ love 
(charity), we should bear the same 
fruit as outlined by dear old Brother 
Paul. 

“Charity suffereth long, and is 
kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 
Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil; Rejoiceth not 
in iniquity, but rejoiceth in truth; 
Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth ail 
things.” No wonder John in introduc- 
ing this love was made to exclaim, 
“Behold, what manner of L-O-V-E the 
Father hath bestowed upon us. 1 John 
3:1. 

In answer to the question asked Je- 
sus in regard to the greatest com- 
mandment He said, L-O-V-E the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, soul, mind, 
and strength. This is the first and 
greatest commandment. And _ then 
when we keep the first one (love for 
God), He said the second was like 
unto this, Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyselt. We will do this if we have 
the love of God in us. On these two 
commandments hang all the law and 
the prophets. 

In conclusion we want to say the 
standard cannot be set too high. “I 
have met some people who would say, 
Oh we need to preach with more love.

Recently Brother B. L. Hicks 


preached a wonderful sermon at the 
Church of God Auditorium, Cleveland, 
Tenn., using this for his theme, I re- 
ceived much good from his discourse 
and feel that I want to write some- 
thing on this line for the Evangel 
readers, Not that I will attempt to give 
you Brother Hicks’ sermon for that 
could only be delivered by himself in 
person, but there were some things 
that were especially impressed upon 
my mind that I think is good for us 
all to meditate upon, 

First, we want to bring to our re- 
membrance that all who are in the 
flesh are human. While according to 
the Scriptures, God in the beginning 


: | created man in His own image, yet 
meeting about three miles from here, 


we must remember that man was hu- 
man. God loved man and would come 
and walk and talk with him at inter- 
vals. While man disobeyed God in par- 
taking of the forbidden fruit, yet God 
did not forever cast him away but he 
was put out of that beautiful place 
known as the Garden of Eden, and 
has not had access to the tree of life 
since but has been subject to suffer- 
ing and death. When man disobeyed 
God he lost the divine nature and his 
nature became evil. 


It seems from reading the Scrip- 
tures that man can only have two na- 
tures at a time, the human and divine, 
or the human and evil. So after man’s 
disobedience he had lost the divine 
and had the human and evil which 
caused him to be desperately wicked. 

Second, God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son that 
whosoever believeth on him should 
not perish but have eternal life. Jesus 
in the fullness of time appeared in 
the flesh. He was made in the likeness 
of sinful flesh and gave himself a ran- 
som that He might destroy the work 
of the devil. Jesus was divine, yet He 
was human. If He had not been hu- 
man, He could not have died but He 
became obedient to death, even the 
death of the cross that He might by 
the shedding of His blood bring us 
back to the divine, and not only bring 
us back to the divine nature but also 
redeem us and give us a_ glorified 
body fashioned like unto His. 

We must not forget that as long as 
we are in this life we are human and 
have human appetites and desires. Je- 
sus, our great Pattern, had to subdue 
and overcome the human while He 
knew no sin neither was guile found 
in His mouth. Yet the Scriptures tell 
us that He was made perfect thru suf- 
ferings. We see Him as He was near- 
ing the time for His sufferings. He 
prayed to His Father that if it be 
possible to let the cup pass from Him. 
And as He continued to pray the 
sweat as great drops of blood ran 
down. But by and by we hear Him 
say, Not my will, but thine be done. 
It was the human against the divine 
but as He became submissive to death 
He overcame the human. 

There are thousands today who 
have accepted Jesus and believed up- 
on Him to the extent that they are 
cleansed from all unrighteousness and 
have received the Comforter into their 


hearts and lives which 1s the blessed 
Holy Ghost. They have the evidence 
of tongues that Jesus said would ac- 
company the receiving of the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. Yet they realize 
many times they are hindered by the 
human. Many times at the hour of 
prayer, instead of praying and per- 
forming our Christian duties, we find 
ourselves giving way to sleep and rest 
or to something to amuse the human. 
Some who at one time made great hu- 
man sacrifices today have grown cold 
and indifferent and do not feel the fire 
and victory they once did. Just be- 
cause they have given way to the hu- 
man instead of making the sacrifices 
and giving themselves to the Spirit. 

Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not 
fulfill the lust of the flesh, signify- 
ing that if we fail to walk in the Spirit 
that we will fulfill the lust of the 
flesh. AS we look around we can see 
some who a few years ago were very 
useful in God’s vineyard but today 
they have lost their usefulness and 
have become a castaway just because 
they failed to walk in the Spirit and 
went after some human desires or 
appetite, bringing reproach and dis- 
grace upon the church, themselves and 
their families. 

I think many times we have to con- 
tinue in prayer because we give way 
so much to the human desires. We 
pray for things not so much that God 
may be glorified and the church 
strengthened but because it is our hu- 
man desires. It is so easy to pray for 
rain when the crop is burning up and 
the cattle perishing, or when a loved 
one is sick and near death’s door, 
when the children are hungry and 
have but few clothes, when things are 
not going according to our convic- 
tions and desires in the church, and 
sometimes We are made to wonder if 
God would not come to our rescue 
much quicker if we would get the hu- 
man out of the way and pray not my 
will but thine be done. 

There is a cross for every Christian 
to bear. Paul tells us the trial of our 
faith is more precious than gold and 
that all that will live godly shall suf- 
fer persecutions. Sometimes I think 
we try to live too much on the hallelu- 
jah side and when sufferings come 
faint and give up. We are commanded 
to endure hardness as good soldiers 
of Jesus Christ. A soldier who is con- 
tinually in sympathy with himself 
would make a very poor showing for 
his country. He must lose sight of the 
hard things he has to endure and if 
necessary shed his blood. 

We are to arm ourselves with the 
mind of Christ which means a life of 
suffering. The human naturally draws 
back from it but the Spirit will lead 
us on. When the children of Israel 
asked God to give them a king, altho’ 
it was not His will, yet He gave them 
their desire. 

I believe that God may give us 
things that is not within accordance 
to His will because we persist in call- 
ing upon Him for them. I believe He 
is better pleased with us when the hu- 
man is all subdued and we forget our 
selfish desires and find ourselves 
praying, Not my will but thine be 
done. We believe this to be the main 
thing.

Text: “But if we walk in the light.” 
1 John 1:7. 


“In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God. The same was in the 
beginning with God. All things were 
made by him; and without him was 
not any thing made that was made. 
In him was life; and the life was the 
light of men. And the light shineth 
in darkness; and the darkness com- 
prehended it not.” John 1:1-5, 

We find from reading in Genesis 
1:1-4 that in the beginning darkness 
covered this globe where we now dwell 
in LIGHT, for God said let there be 
LIGHT and His glorious LIGHT went 
forth. But still there was darkness 
left. Thanks be to God, He divided the 
darkness from the LIGHT, so here is 
LIGHT and DARKNESS, GOOD and 
EVIL, LIFE and DEATH, GOD and 
the DEVIL, SAINT and SINNER, 
HEAVEN and the LAKE OF FIRE.

And 
casting him in the pit, they sat down 
to eat. Behold, there came some Ish- 
meelites. And Judah said to his breth- 
ren, “What profit is it if we slay our 
brother, and conceal his blood? Come, 
let us sell him to the Ishmeelites.” So 
they sold him into Egypt (DARK- 
NESS) unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh’s. And thru this all of God’s 
people were brought into DARKNESS 
(EGYPT). Glory to God, we see in 
Ex. 3:2 where God’s LIGHT began to 
shine out of a burning bush at the 
mountain of God (Horeb). Moses saw 
the LIGHT and began to walk in it. 
Oh it would be so wonderful if all 
people would walk in the LIGHT 
when God sends it forth! So God sent 
forth His glorious LIGHT and deliv- 
ered His people from Egypt (DARK- 
NESS) for they were not without 
God’s LIGHT by night nor day. “The 
cloud of the Lord was upon the taber- 
nacle by day, and fire was on it by 
night, in the sight of all the house of 
Israel, throughout all their journeys.” 
Ex. 40:38. 

We read in Heb. 10:1, “For the law 
having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those sacri- 
fices which they offered year by year

Ghost not many days hence.” Acts 
1:4, 5. So they departed not from Je- 
rusalem but waited for the promise. 
“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all (120) filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the 
spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
Is this good Holy Ghost just for the 
one hundred twenty? A _ thousand 
times, No. When they began mocking 
and doubting, Peter began to preach 
the LIGHT of the glorious gospel, say- 
ing, “This is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel.” Joel 2:28. “Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 
(WALK IN THE LIGHT) “For the 
promise is unto you, and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall 
eall.”
